Beradotte’s plan called on the 
Israeli to yield the Negev, which 
they had successfully defended 
against Arab attacks, in exchange 
for western Galililee, which the 
Israeli had already won by force 
of arms. 

Jerusalem A Ghetto 

The most objectionable parts of 
the Bernadotte plan were these 
which would put the 100,000 Jews 
of new Jerusalem under sover- 
eignty of King Abdullah of Trans- 
jordan; and the proposal for a 
limitation on immigration to Is- 
rael after two years. 

Bernadotte said he was doing 
the best he could and that if he 
failed “another mediator will 
succeed.” 

There is some basis in the 
plan for charges that Bernadotte 
was acting in part at least as a 
stooge for the British. Giving the 
Negev to Abdullah would in ef- 
fect mean giving it to the British 
colonial office, in whose vest poc- 
ket Abdullah has his residence. 

Limits Immigration 

The limitation of immigration— 
something the British never were 
able to achieve either by force 
under the mandate or through the 
UN—was obviously a limitation 
on Israeli sovereignity and re- 
jected on that basis. ,

Truce Cracking Up

TEL AVIV, Israel—The United 
Nations sponsored truce showed 
signs of cracking at midweek 
with fighting breaking out be- 
tween Haifa and Jerusalem, in 
Jerusalem and in the Negev. 

The heaviest battle reported at 
midweek was in Jerusalem where 
mortars, cannon and machine 
guns blazed into action over a 12- 
hour period.

ADMINISTRATION MACHINE 
SHAKEN UP BUT VICTORIOUS

PITTSBURGH-—(NJP)-—-In one of the most heated Zionist con- 
ventions in years, the administration of the Zionist Organization of 
America scored a complete victory over its foes but not before it 
had suffered a few unhappy moments and not without throwing all 


its forces into the battle. 

At the climax, the leaders of 
the Committee for Progressive 
Zionism, composing the organ- 
ized opposition, took a walk. 

Amidst the boos of the out- 


} raged delegates, Harold Gold- 


enberg of Minneapolis, a leader 
of the CPZ, dropped the micro- 
phone into which he and Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver, session 
chairman, were both trying to 
speak simultaneously, and 
strode from the hall. 
Goldenberg was followed by 
Ezra Shapiro of Cleveland and 
about 20 other CPZ members, 


Bedlam Reigns Supreme 

Rabbi Silver had ordered Gold- 
enberg to sit down at least four 
or five times but the bedlam had 
gotten out of hand and Golden- 
berg ignored Rabbi Silver’s or- 
ders and tried to finish his speech. 

The Sunday sessions were 
packed with drama and were in 
almost continuous tumult but 
from the uproar came a staunch 
affirmation by the 51st convent- 
tion of the original Pittsburgh 
platform of the movement, with 
its strong call for advanced pro- 
gressive growth of the Yishuv, 
and a condemnation of the Irgun. 
These were two major points of 
the pre-convention attack by the 
CPZ on the ZOA administration. 

Fight Over Balloting 
Leading up to the walkout were 


~ the fireworks in connection with 


the demand of the CPZ that the 
election be conducted by closed, 
alphabetical balloting. 

The re-election of Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann as president had taken 
place without incident § and 
Jacques Torcezyner, chairman of 





estine. He called on his fellow 
Zionists not to contribute to the 
Irgun. 

He also gave his opinion on the 
boycott, pointing out that it had 
been considered by the American 
Zionist Emergency Council and 
said that England could easily re- 
taliate by refusing to buy the cit- 
rus crops which are so essential 
to the Israeli economy. He an- 
swered charges made by the CPZ 
that the administration was per- 
sona non grata in Washington. 

This was a comparatively peace- 
ful session, with neither side 
gaining. any distinct advantage. 

4. The political committee re- 
convened Sunday morning, and 
things began to happen. The ar- 
gument was over the resolution 
on the Irgun. The CPZ wanted 
the Irgun condemned as treason- 
able. The administration men fa- 
vored the following resolution, 
which except for for one import- 
ant change, was adopted by the 
convention: 

“The 5ist Annual Convention 
xf the Zionist Organization of 
America meeting in Pittsburgh 
on July 2-5, 1948 salutes the hero- 
ic Defense Army of Israel, and 
welcomes the integration of the 
various armed forces of the Yis.

The Con- 
vention condemns the recent at- 
tempt of the Irgun Tzvai Leumi 
to conduct separatist military ac- 
tivities in defiance of the author.

“It calls upon the Zionists of 
America to give their full coop- 
eration to the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Israel, and it recommends 
in keeping with that resolve, that 
all aid to Irgun or any similar 
group in the United States or in 
Palestine shall be discouraged.” 

Most of the committee felt it 
would be a mistake for any Jew- 
ish group outside of Israel to con- 
demn another Jewish group as 
traitors, and also that it was up 
to the Israeli government to so 
brand anyone, not the ZOA., But 
the delegates did look kindly on a 
stronger wording, and the verb 
“deplore” in the above resolution 
was changed to “condemn” at the 
the insistence of the CPZ. Alex 
Lowenthal of Pittsburgh, a com- 
paratively new figure in Zionist 
conventions, took an active part 
in the discussion of the political 
committee, and throughout the 
convention otherwise. He told the 
committee that he planned to pre- 
sent a stronger resolution on the

At that point Goldenberg rose 
to place in nomination for a vice 
presidency the name of Judge 
Simon Rifkind of New York, for- 
mer advisor on Jewish affairs to 
the American Military Govern.

The move signified the refu- 
sal of the opposition to accept 
the ZOA administration offer 
of two vice presidents and five 
places on the executive.

PITTSBURGH—(NJP) — Here 
With some impressions from the 
inside of the 51st annual conven- 
tion of the Zionist Organization 
of America: 

Better statesmanship on the 
part of Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver 
and his advisors would have 
avoided the uproarious’ scene 
when some of the opposition Com- 
mittee for Pregressive Zionism 
members walked out of a how!l- 

ing bedlam.

Better statesmanship also 
would have deprived the opposi- 
tion of its greatest strength, for 
once the right of a closed bal- 
let was refused, the opposition 
was given its strengest Weapon. 
In addition, the ZOA adminis- 
tration showed not only its 
greatest weakness, its lack of 
thinkers but, in my opinion, 
paved the way for its eventual 
downfall, 

* & a 

The Administration acted with 
unusual wisdom until the out- 
break. Administration strategists 
gave way on minor points so that 
the opposition found itself robbed 
of its own arguments. 

The opposition wanted the Ir- 
gun tagged a threat to Israel and 
the administration yielded grace- 
fully although not in a way to 
make it appear that the CPZ had 
forced the yielding. 

* * * 


The CPZ wanted the liberal 
principles of the ZOA reaffirmed 
—this was one of the strongest 
opposition arguments—and the 
administration handled this one 
beautifully. The delegates ac- 
tually did not know what was 
taking place. The administration 
was running along smoothly like 
a well-oiled machine. 

* . * 

If the administration had yield- 
ed on the issue of a closed bal- 
lot, the chances are it would have 
lost two seats of the 12 vice pres- 
idencies. That is all, and since 
the administration had offered to 
give two vice presidencies to the 
opposition anyway and had actu- 
ally slated them, the situation 
would have been—if the admin- 
istration had given in on that 
issue—exactly where it was any- 
way. 

* > * 

But it was the two who would 
have been beaten that made the 
difference. Daniel Frisch was the 
target of the CPZ and the chances 
are that he and perhaps Rabbi 
Leon Feuer, another CPZ target, 
might have been dropped through 
a closed ballet. Possibly the ad- 
ministration could net have af- 
forded these losses but that is 
democracy’s strength; it permits 
change and thereby avoids the 
dire necessity of revolution.

On the vice chairmanship of 
the national administrative com- 
mittee, Jacques Torczyner, who 
won, might have been beaten on 
a closed ballot. He has done ef- 
fective work in and around New 
York, but he is comparatively un- 
known in other parts of the coun- 
try and might have been defeated.

If there had not been this 
issue of the open or closed bal- 
lot, the chances are that the 
CPZ support would have dwin- 
died away.

The administration robbed the 
CPZ of one of its strongest issues 
by accepting a resolution which 
it would have preferred to have 
been milder. This also was good 
statesmanship and of course good 
democracy. The administration 
bowed gracefully to the will of 
the men on the political commit- 
tee. The action which followed is 
reported on elsewhere in this is- 
sue, 

But all through the afternoon 
session, the administration re- 
vealed the political acumen 
which it had won no doubt in the 
battles it had fought against more 
powerful world opposition. On the 
question of the Pittsburgh Plat- 
form, also described elsewhere, 
the administration was forced to 
accept a CPZ resolution but it was 
careful to let the delegates know 
that it had never opposed the 
platform. 

Thus the second part of the 
program of the CPZ was taken 
over by the administration with- 








Zionist who led the walk from the 
hall. Essig said he had voted for 
the closed ballot but he blamed 
the CPZ for walking out of the 
convention. He also disapproved 
of Goldenberg’s strong language 
in standing up against Rabbi 
Silver in that tableau just pre- 
ceding the walkout when both 
men were trying to talk into the 
mike simultaneously.

What the opposition will do is 
anybody’s guess. At present, its 
leaders have no real issues but 
they are a recognizable factor. 
Oppositions have a tendency to 
grow. This one has good leader- 
ship and probably will win out 
by default; that is, Dr. Neumann 
will serve his term (there is a 
rumor that he will resign in fa- 
vor of Dr. Israel Goldstein and 
go to Israel) and—even though 
the administration wins next 
year’s election, too—in five 
years it will be broken by parti- 
san strife and thus find the 
younger and more virile opposi- 
tion winning im the end, 


kind of a political defeat. 

A motion to hail Dr. Chaim 
Weizman showed the same skill 
by the administration. This reso- 
lution had been fended off in the 
political committee by the conten- 
tion that there were so many 
men in the Israeli government 
who deserved commendation that 
it was thought best not to men- 
tion any of them. But the motion 
was put by the CPZ, and Dr. Sil- 
ver, who is not known as a great 
admirer of Dr. Weizmann, called 
for a unanimous vote of approv- 
al, which was certainly forth- 
coming. 

This session was a clear victory 
for the administration, but not 
without its significance for the 
CPZ, which found the two issues 
around which its program cen- 
tered accepted by the convention. 

The following day, in explain- 
ing the action of the convention, 
Dr. Neumann pointed out that 
there were no real issues dividing 
the two groups, and pointed to 
the action of the convention to 
support this contention. 

He made this summary in such 
a clever manner that the dele- 
gates left fully convinced that the 
CPZ program no validity and that 
its members were meddlers and 
trouble-makers. This was the 
smartest kind of politics, but only 
enraged the CPZ and intensified 
their determination to go on. 

6. THe night session Sunday is 
described fully elsewhere. It end- 
ed of course in a complete victory 
for the administration as far as 
the offices were concerned. It is 
doubtful that after Dr. Neumann’s 
talk Sunday, the delegates felt 
that any injustice had been done 
the CPZ by the refusal to allow a 
closed ballot. After the Sunday 
session there was consternation 
expressed by many delegates, Af- 
ter Dr. Neumann’s talk Monday 
however most of the delegates 
were convinced that the opposi- 
tion was composed of a bunch of 
political malcontents, 

Dr. Neumann in his talk Sun- 
day led up to a great climax, 
which left the delegates angry at 
the tactics of the opposition. Dr. 
Neumann read a telegram which 
he said Morris Margulies, secre- 
tary of the CPZ had directed to 
the large metropolitan papers. 
The contents of the telegram 
were inaccurate and exaggerated 
when it declared that a large 
number of delegates had walked 
out of the election session, and 
that two CPZ men on the dais 
had walked off with their con- 
freres. 

Less than twenty delegates had 
left the hall, and none of the mem- 
bers of the CPZ who were on the 
dais left with them. 

Rosenbloom read a statement 
at the Sunday afternoon session 
which he said Goldenberg had in-

OPPOSITION BID TO LABEL 
ZOA REACTIONARY BEATEN

PITTSBURGH—(NJP)—A bid by the Committee for Pro 
Sive Zionism to label the leadership of the Zionist Organization of 
America as opposed to labor an@ liberal movements in Pale 


was defeated at the ZOA convention this week after some 


dueling. 

The upshot of the battle was 
a formal ZOA stand for the 
progressive goals incorporated in 
the original Pittsburgh platform 
and a condemnation of the dissi- 
dent army of the Irgun. 


These two charges, plus ae- 
cusations of dictatorship by the 
present ZOA administration, 
were the core of the criticisms 
fired by the formal opposition 
since it organized as the Com- 
mittee for Progressive Zion- 
ism. (NJP June 11). 

The CPZ had been accusing the 
administration of leaning towards 
reaction and had planned a ma- 
neuver by which the administra- 
tion would be officially listed as 
having departed from support of 
labor and liberal trends of the 
Yishuv. 

The battle took place Sunday 
afternoon, opening with introduc- 
tion by Alex Lowenthal of a res- 
olution calling for the reaffirma- 
tion of the Pittsburgh platform 
which had been formulated by 
Henrietta Szold and Horace M. 
Kallen and revised by Justice 
Brandeis and proclaimed _ the 
faith of the American Zinnist 
movement in labor and social 
justice. 

The proposal put the adminis- 
tration on the spot. If it teok 
a stand agains¢ reaffirmation of 
the 1918 Pittsburgh platform, it 
was possible that the charge of 
reaction might have been made 
to stick. 

Following introduction of the 
resolution, the CPZ called on its 
biggest gun, Louis Lipsky, to win 
its point. Lipsky was given the 
second longest ovation of the con- 
vention, lasting a full 25 seconds. 
The ovation for Rabbi Hillel Sil- 
ver lasted 90 seconds and would 
have been longer if the delegates 
had not burst into “Hatikvah.” 

Lipsky then described how the 
Pittsburgh platform had been a 
powerful factor in shaping the 
liberal economy of the Yishuv 
and how it had come to be con- 
sidered in the nature of a his- 
torical document. He said it 
placed the individual above prop- 
erty, capital or profits. 

The administration then be- 
gan work to get off the hot 
spot. Dr. Emanuel NelImann, 
ZOA president, explained he 
was not against the Pittsburgh 
platform but argued that if the 
platform were to be reaffirmed, 
then it should be reaffirmed in 
its entirety and not in the short 
form offered by Lowenthal. 

Dr. Neumann also said he was 
concerned about the propriety of 
admonishing the Yishuv on the 
conduct of its affairs. He said 
he had a bit more confidence in 
the Jews of Palestine because he 
had lived there. He said “Mr. 
Lipsky is not fully aware of all 
that is involved in what is here 
contained.” 

The ZOA president then 
launched into an attack on the 
CPZ. “If I am to be dubbed a 
reactionary, if the General Zion- 
ist movement is to be called re- 
actionary, then we are entitled 
to know on what grounds the 
charges are being made,” he de- 
elared. 

He called on the CPZ to make 
its charges out in the open and 
said it-was “in different terms 
that the gentlemen spoke in other 
halls.” He was referring to the 
two caucus meetings of the CPZ 
held Friday night and Saturday

afternoon. . He challenged the 
CPZ to come forward with its 
charges “now or at some Other 
opportunity.” 

Shapiro Takes Floor 

Ezra Shapiro of Cleveland, 4 
CPZ officer, arose to answer him, 
He charged that the administra, 
tion in the last five years hag 
shown a tendency to align itself 
politically and even economi 
with that party “which does not 
speak in the terms of the Pitts 
burgh plaform—the Revisionist 
party.” 

Shapiro said that at the las 
World Zionist Congress, the 
administration had cast vote 
after Vote with the Revisionist 
party in opposition to those 
policies which the Pittsburgh 
platform espoused. 

He said this indicated a trend 
whieh the CPZ had the right te 
oppose and he charged that the 
ZOA administration too often 
gave comfort to that party 
“which speaks against those 
things we endorse.” 

ZOA Voted All Ways 

Rabbi Joseph Sternstein rog 
to take exception to Shapiro's ae 
eount of the action at the Basle 
Congress when the ZOA delege 
ion voted on the same side as 
the Revisionists. He said that 
the ZOA delegation frequently 
voted with groups on the extreme 
left, also, and that the ZOA could 
not be charged with favoring Re 
visionism on the basis of the 
Basle voting record. 

It was then that Rabbi Silver 
walked to the microphone and 
took over from _ vice-president 
Daniel Frisch of New York whe 
had been presiding. Rabbi Si- 
ver said it would be a mistake te 
oppose the Pittsburgh platform 
and ealled for an hour’s adjourn 
ment to allow the delegates to 
eat. When the session resumed 
at 8:15 p. m., Dr. Silver was pre 
siding and calm was restored, ff 
only briefly. 

Rabbi Leon Feuer of Toledo 
then read the following resolt- 
tion, which was acceptable to 
both groups:

The Post brought the charges 
to the attention of Hadassah- 
officials, to permit them the 
opportunity to refute them. A 
Hadassah spokesman at first 
replied then warned that she 
was not to be quoted. 

The spokesman said that Fried- 
man’s assertions contained such 
“distortions and untruths as to 
be unworthy of refutation.” 

Would Censor Story 

Subsequently, Hadassah warned 
The Post that if it printed any- 
thing on the controversy, “Ha- 
dassah will take appropriate ac- 
tion and will inform the public 
of true facts and figures.” 

The controversy was first re- 
vealed when it was learned that 
Hadassah had sent directives to 
its local chapters warning them 
not to cooperatae with the Red 
Mogen Dovid on grounds of du- 
plication of effort. (NJP June 25). 

Friedman said that the RMD 
had established a blood bank in 
New York city because “the lar- 
gest Jewish community resides 
here, making this the logical cen- 
ter for such activity.” 

Hadassah Declined Invitation 

He said Hadassah had been in- 
vited to participate on the basis 
that blood plasma would be sup- 
plied free to all hospitals in Is- 
rael. He charged that Hadassah 
refused the invitation and ‘‘even 
attempted to annul the contract 
between the Philadelphia blood 
processors, the only csnetinntsial of 








its kind in the East, and the Red 
Mogen Dovid, in order to take 
over the facilities for their own 
blood program. They failed.” 
Friedman also asserted that 
his group “is in a position to 
supply the entire blood needs 
of Israel and there is no need 
to open blood banks anywhere 
else in this country since the 
New York supply is sufficient.” 

He claimed that Hadassah’s 
opening of a “Blood Bank for Is- 
rael” in Los Angeles was “wholly 
unwarranted” and that Hadas- 
sah’s procedure of sending blood 
from New York to Los Angeles 
is “costing them an arm and a 
leg.” 

He said Red Mogen Dovid is 
the only organization in the 
USS. sending blood plasma to Is- 
rael and challenged any organi- 
zation in the U.S. to produce a 
bill-of-lading showing that it 
has sent “a single unit of blood 
plasma to Palestine.” 

Within the past few weeks, he 
said, the Red Mogen Dovid has 
shipped 20,000 pounds of blood 
serum; 3,000 blood-transfusion 
sets, 30,000 vials of tetanus serum 
and 55 ambulances to Israel. He 
said the material would be used 
in the Mogen Dovid’s 30 major 
first aid stations and 400 sub-sta- 
tion in Israel.

Charges Sabotage of Blood Banks Sprouting In U.S.;; UJA Ignored 


YORK—The first bid to weld into some kind of coordination the food and material aid cams 
paigns for Israel cropping up in all parts of the U.S. was made this week by a non-Zionist group with 
a historical record of bitter opposition to political Zionism. 

The Poale Agudas Israel, an extremely orthodox group long opposed to political Zionism on 
grounds that Jews would be returned to the Yishuv by 2 an act of God, proposed to do the coordi- 


nating. 

A Poalim spokesman Said that 
representatives were contact- 
ing New York officials of the 
American Friendship Train 
for Israel, the Mizrachi Organ- 
ization of religious Zionists 
and the Food-for-Yeshiva-Stu- 
dents-in-Israel, which sprouted 
in New York over the weekend. 

Mizrachi spokesman said that 
only their group has to date sent 
any food supplies to Israel in 
quantity. Their first shipment 
three weeks ago, they said, was 
a cargo of 250,000 pounds. 

N.Y. Train Stalled 

The American Friendship 
Train, organized several months 
ago with New York advertising 
man Herman Younglieb as _ its 
secretary, still remains in the 
blueprint stage. Reports were 
that it is awaiting a green light 
from the United Jewish Appeal, 
which is on record with a stand 
of opposition to all Friendship 
Trains.

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Charges N. Y. Jews Slackers In UJA Giving: How To Remedy It | 


NEW YORK—AIll Zionist organizations should 
list publicly in their papers and bulletins the con- 
tributions of every Zionist to the United Jewish 
Appeal to deal with the problem of insufficient giv- 
ing in the huge New York Jewish community, it was 
proposed this week. 

Raphael Marks, writing in “Zionist Issues,” offi- 
cial publication of the Committee for Progressive 
Zionism, also proposed that the UJA list not only 
those contributions which it regards as setting ex- 
amples in the drive but also those that fall short. 
The CPZ is the newly-organized formal opposition 
to the present Zionist Organization of America lead- 
ership. 

“It is an open secret that the Jewish communi- 
ties all over the country are deeply dissatisfied and 
disappointed that the Jews in New York, com- 
prising approximately 50 per cent of the total Jew- 
ish population in the United States, do not con- 
tribute even one-third of the income of the UJA,” 
Marks asserted. 

The main reason, he said, was the existence of 
a Jewish public opinion in every city and town out- 
side of New York, and the lack of it in New York 


where the individual Jew if he wishes can simply 
“disappear and remain unnoticed.” 

Marks said the effort of the UJA to deal with the 
problem by setting up various trade group channels 
had failed to reach the “hundreds of businessmen in 
each of the trades who from year to year succeed 
in remaining outside of the UJA trade group organ- 
ization and, therefore, either do not contribute at all 
or in an absolutely unsatisfactory manner to the 
United Jewish Appeal.” 

He said that this also was true for thousands of 
higher paid executives in business firms earning be- 
tween’ $10,000 and $25,000 a year and who have never 
been approached by the UJA. 

Marks asserted that his proposal would also deal 
with another problem. He said that “within the Jew- 
ish leadership are many who refuse to draw for them- 
selves the consequences of the appeals they are so 
freely and often so eloquently addressing to others.” 

“An investigation of the leadership, including both 
lay leaders and professionals, of the Jewish organ- 
izations in New York, Zionist as well as non-Zionist, 
reveals that there are quite a number of men who 
have not yet learned to do themselves what in 


speeches, appeals and resolutions they ask from — 
others,” he asserted. 

Marks said that on the basis of the record of the 
last two years, he had learned that among the 
leadership of the three agencies making up the 
UJA, and in the organizations affiliated to them, 
“there are quite a number of men who have made 
no or completely inadequate contributions to the 
UJA in 1946, 1947 and 1948, There are even those 
who have failed to honor the pledges they made.” 

Marks charged that the discrepancy “between 

words and deeds” is true not only for those only 
superficially interested in Jewish problems but also 
for men “who for many years have been closely 
identified with Jewish causes.” 

Defending his proposal, he said “we Zionists 
should be the first to give a public account of what 
our own people are doing, not only.in terms of 
speeches but in terms of money, the one thing 
so badly needed today by the defenders of Israel,” 

He said that if the Zionists led the way, “all the 

other Jewish organizations eventually would have to 
follow suit, and the cloak of secrecy under which 
thousands are hiding today, would disappear.” 





Red-Front Jewish Lubor Council 


Denies Fraud in U.S. Fund-Raising |V7ites Symphony

YORK—Despite evidence to the contrary, the American 
Jewish League Against Communism this week repeated its charges 
that the American Jewish Labor Council was enriching the local 
Communist party treasuries by “collecting vast amounts of money 
from Americans who think they are contributing to Israel.” 


The League, through its execu- 
tive director, Benjamin Schultz, 
declared that “thousands upon 
thousands of dollars” now being 
collected presumably for Israel 
by the Jewish Labor Council in 
New York, Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Cleveland and other cities, “will 
never see Israel, if the past his- 
tory of Communist fronts in this 
country can provide any lessons.” 

Jewish Labor Council spokes- 
men asserted that within the 
past few months the organiza- 
tion contributed some $50,000 
to the Histadrut, the general 
federation of labor unions in 
Israel, and to the Haganah; 
$14,000 to the Red Mogen Do- 
vid and the Association for Pop- 
ular Culture in Tel Aviv; and an 
additional $20,000 to Jewish 
communities in Europe. 

A spokesman in the Histadrut 
office in New York admitted that 
the JLC has transmitted large 
sums of money collected for the 
Histadrut by JLC-affiliated un- 
ions. A Red Mogen Dovid spokes- 
man said that the group had ar- 
ranged for trade unionists to con- 
tribute considerable sums of 
money to Red Mogen Dovid. 

Rabbi Schultz told The Post 
that a thorough investigation of 
the Jewish Labor Council’s fund- 
raising activities will be started 
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soon by the district attorney’s of- 
fice. 

A Jewish Labor Council spokes- 
man called Schultz’ charges “slan- 
derous accusations and irrespon- 
sible insinuations’ which he 
claimed were trumped up by 
Frederick Woltman of the New 
York World-Telegram, a vigorous 
Anti-Communist. 

The Labor Council spokesman 
said Woltman_ had _ brought 
Schultz “into the picture” and 
“engineered” Bronx Liberal Party 
Councilman Ira J. Palestin into 
making a “smear attack” against 
the Council, which has been flatly 
labeled a Communist party front 
group by AFL president William 
Green, 

The spokesman admitted that 
his organization did not confer 
with the UJA or any Zionist 
group before launching its fund- 
raising. 

The UJA and the American 

Zionist Emergency Council, 
asked about the lack of coor- 
dination of fund-raising for Is- 
rael in this case, replied that 
“We have no jurisdiction over 
this group and therefore we 
cannot invoke any discipline.” 

The group told The Post that 
Max Steinberg, its secretary-trea- 
surer once labeled by Schultz as 
secretary of the New York state 
Communist party, attended the 
World Jewish Congress in Swit- 
zerland and would visit European 
Jewish communities to distribute 
funds for Jewish rehabilitation. 

According to the spokesman, 
Steinberg also will go to Israel

Additional groups swinging 
Israeli and Rabbi Abba Hillel Sil- 
ver against such fund-raising in- 
eluded the American Jewish Con- 
gress in Philadelphia, the Texas 
Department of the Jewish War 
Veterans and the New England 
Labor Zionist Organization. 

Congress Joins Fight 

The Post’s Philadelphia corre- 
spondent reported that Maxwell 
S. Rosenfield, chairman of the 
Congress board in that city, ealled 
on all American Jews to “refuse 
support, financial or otherwise, to 
any organization backing the Ir- 
gunists in their attack on the 
State of Israel.” 

The Post’s Dallas correspon- 
dent reported that the JWV posts 
of Texas, meeting in state con- 
vention, adopted a resolution urg- 
ing all members to contribute 
only to the recognized military 
forces of Israel, 

A Dallas delegate reported that 
a Bergson meeting in that city 
had brought subscriptions of 
“quite a few thousand dollars.” 
But one of those contributing sent 
a wire to Rabbi Silver. The dele- 
gate said Rabbi Silver’s reply was 
so strongly opposed that every 
donation was cancelled, 

Following an emergency ses- 
sion of the political commission of 
the Labor Zionist organization of 
Greater Boston, the office of the 
New England LZOA issued a pub- 
lic appeal against any financial 
contributions to the Irgun. 

LZOA pickets paraded before 
the main entrance to the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel in New York last 
week to protest a concert featur- 
ing Leonard Bernstein and staged 
by the Palestine Resistance-De- 
fense Fund, a Bergson front 
group. 

Bernstein took notice of the 
controversy over Irgun fund-rais- 
ing in a speech before the concert 
began. He said that when the con- 
cert was arranged two months 
ago, “all the militant groups in 
Palestine were united.” 

Bernstein Ducks Argument 

He refused to take sides on the 
issue and said all proceeds from

In a letter to I. R, Goodman, 
chairman of the Greater Miami 
Zionist Emergency Council, Dr. 
Fisher admitted frankly that he 
felt the emergence of the state 
of Israel and the brave fight of 
the Israeli deserved his support, 
regardless of his previous 
views. The letter was pub- 
lished in the Jewish Floridian. 

Dr. Fisher said he had joined 
the Council because he felt that 
its organizers “shared my feeling 
of sincere loyalty to the United 
States of America,eto democratic 
principles and their beliefs were, 
as were mine, that the principles 
promulgated by the American 
Council for Judaism were in the 
greatest interest and augured the 
most for American and world 
Jewry.”

However, he continued “All of 
this was before the fact of the 
decree by the United Nations Or- 
ganization and its subsequent rec- 
ognition by the United States of 
America and various other na- 
tions but now, my friend, we are 
speaking after the fact.” 

“The state of Israel is a fait 
accompli and has at least pro- 
gressed from its embryonic state 
into that of a lusty infant and 
you may be sure that I wish it 
every success and the complete 
fruition of the desire of its na- 
tionals and of world Jewry and 
that I shall do everything possi- 
ble morally, physically and finan- 
cially to foster its growth to the 
point that it may take its place in 
the great family of nations on 
an equal basis in all matters,“ 
he said, 

He explained that he felt this 
was the only attitude for a 
democrat to take and that the 
will of the majority “must be 
recognized, notwithstanding the 
fact that one may have opposed 
this fact previously with all 
sincerity and good purpose.” 


He added that “speaking as an 
individual,” he felt that the coun- 
eil “should dissolve itself immedi- 
ately.”

FIRST MADE-IN-ISRAEL FILM 
TO BE RELEASED IN U.S. SOON 





HE first feature film to come out of Israel in an effort to make 
of the new Jewish state the “Hollywood of the Middle East,” 


will be released in the U. S. in the fall. Its producer, Norman Lourie, 


is a South African theatre circuit operator whose zest for Zionism 


has led him to shift the base of his operations from Johannesburg 
to Jerusalem. Lourie, who has been in Palestine since 1946, is vir- 
tually Israel’s ‘one man film industry.” His brother, Arthur, has 
just been named consul-general in New York for the Provisional 
Government of Israel. 

Lourie is in the U. S. under a permit from the Jewish army 
to arrange for release of his initial feature “I Speak for Jor- 
dania.” Although studio and technical facilities are now so 
limited in Palestine that he sees the possibilities of making 
only one or two features a year, he is excited about the ultimate 
prospects of building a motion picture production center in the 
eountry. 

“Palestine is the finest natural studio in the world,” he declares, 
“with a climate much like that of Southern California, but better. 
There’s sunshine ten months of the year and there are mountains, 
plains, deserts, forests, wide beaches, ocean, the remarkable Lake 
of Galilee. Immigrants coming in comprise a great potential audi- 
ence since their European backgrounds are of a high culture and 
they were used to the best in entertainment before the war. They 
are not the backward people of the Arab countries.” 

Lourie’s enterprizes are all privately financed and operated. 
There is no government participation or interference. 

* * *

“Hollywood is too comfortable, too luxurious for mental stim- 
wius. In New York you can go to a party and talk with people from 
the fields of stage, screen, literature, science, medicine, etc. In Hol- 
kywood they talk about one thing: movies, This is what I call a 
company town, People work for the company all day, eat in com- 
pany restaurants, go to company theatres and talk about the com- 
pany all the time. Beverley Hills has the most beautiful slave 
quarters in the world!”

PEAKING of Hollywood teams that are married, the most suc- 
cessful marriage in show business, financially speaking, that 
is, is probably that of Henry and Phoebe Ephron. Until their wed- 
ding in New York, several years ago, neither ever thought about 
writing a story for money, marbles, chalk or just fun.

Hospital Damage Great, 
Say Hadassah Doctors 


JERUSALEM (JTA)—A group 
of staff members of Hadassah 
hospital, transferred from the 
hospital to the new Jerusalem un- 
der United Nations auspices, 
reported this week that damage 
to the famous hospital is esti- 
mated at well over several hun- 
dred thousands of dollars. 

The 30 doctors, nurses and pa- 
tients stranded since the institu- 
tion came under Arab artillery 
fire, said both the hospital, sup- 
ported by the huge Hadassah or- 
ganization in the U.S., and the 
adjoining Hebrew University 
compound, were damaged. 

Dr. Eli Davis, deputy medical 
director of the Hadassah pro- 
gram, said great damage was in- 
flicted on the departments of in- 
ternal medicine and skin diseas- 
es, as well as to the children’s 
section. 

The hospital’s cancer research 
and bacteriological laboratories 
suffered particularly heavy dam- 
age, Dr. Davis said, but the Arabs 
never succeeded in winning con- 
trol. 





Israel Plans Harbors, 
20-Unit Merchant Fleet 
NEW YORK—Dr. Israel Gold- 
stein, United Palestine Appeal 
chairman, said this week that 
overhauling and expansion of Is- 
rael’s two chief ports—Tel Aviv 
and Haifa—will cost $40,000,000 
and boost Tel Aviv capacity to 
750,000 ton a year and 1,000 pas- 
sengers a day.

As for her discussion of the separation of meat and milk, ] 
would urge your readers to obtain a copy of the pamphlet “The 
Jewish Dietary Laws” by the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congrega. 
tions where an authoritative statement of these laws is presenteg 
(see page 32 and 33). The reason given to Helen Cohen by an 
“Orthodox rabbi” has no basis in Jewish law. 

Headlines such as “Dietary Laws Need New Look; Many of 
them Meaningless,’ do your paper a great dis-service. Factual re. 
porting is your forte. You should require your columnists also to 
live up to this standard.

gees I do not write the headlines, Rabbi Max, I don’t feel ] 

should be held accountable for them. And if you read my arti. 
cle carefully, you would know. that I approached the subject in 
deep earnestness and only presumed to examine one phase of Kash. 
rut—the separation of meat and milk, so that the headline was mis. 
leading in tone as well as context. 

I would like also to point out three errors, in particular, which 
crept into my column after it had left my hands. 

Instead of “the rabbis had interpreted the commandment in 
this manner in the Written Law” it read “in the Oral Law which 
is as binding as the Written Law.” 

Instead of “an isolated Jewish community in Falashi” I. wrote, 
“an isolated Jewish community of Falashi (colored Jews) in Abys 
sinia.” 

And instead of the “ban against serving meat and milk at the 
same table” I wrote “at the same meal.” 

If you recall my Jene 18 column, I was interested in the pur. 
pose of the separation of meat and milk and studied the 613 Divine 
Commandments in this connection, to find only the lone injunction, 
that “Thou shalt not seethe the kid in its mother’s milk.” This wag 
the only word on the subject. 

But, don’t eat meat boiled in milk does not mean don’t eat 
meat foods and milk at the same meal. Then why all the other 
rules such as separate dishes, separate towels, waiting periods? 

Here is the material on meat and milk on pages 32 and 33 of 
the booklet mentioned by Rabbi Max. 

“An important element in the dietary laws is the prohibition 
of “meat in milk.” According to tradition, three verses establish 
three distinct prohibitions: namely, boiling meat in milk, even where 
neither is to be eaten; eating meat that has been boiled (or soaked) 
in milk; and deriving any benefit therefrom. 

“SIMILARLY, Jews are to abstain from cheese and other dairy 
products for some time (six hours according to Maimonides) after 
having partaken of meat. According to many authorities, the same 
law applies if hard cheese is eaten first; in that case, too, Jews must 
abstain from meat for an equal period of time. However, when 
milk, butter, etc., are eaten first, the washing of the hands and 
mouth is sufficient to permit eating meat immediately thereafter, 

“In complete obedience to the law and to avoid all possibilities 
of mixing the two diets, the traditional Jewish home uses two sep- 
arate sets of utensils, the one for the preparation and serving of the 
meat diet, the other for the preparation and serving of the milk 


diet.”

Incidentally, I had read this pamphlet carefully before I wrote 
the June 18 article. The crucial part in the article is at the word 
“Similarly.” (Capitals are mine). You might explain the logic, Rab 
bi Max, which takes the phrase, ‘“‘no meat cooked in milk” and 
changes it to mean “no meat and milk eaten at the same meal.”

N connection with this discussion a certain chapter in Jewish his- 


tory should be edifying. 
About 1200 years ago, a movement arose to accept only the 








words of the Bible and to disregard the many new rules set forth 
in the Talmud. Known as the Karaites, the group grew until there 
were Karaite communities in all parts of Europe, as well as through 
out the Middle East. 

However, Karaism was “doomed to failure as a widespread Jew 
ish movement,” partly because it “had no religious or head author 
ity,” and partly “for the very reason for which they attacked the 
rabbis—the rigid and narrow character of their rules and practices.” ° 

For instance, they took literally the Sabbath Commandments 
“being willing to freeze, eat cold food and spend the evening in 
darkness.” Medicine was forbidden because of the verse “I am 
the Lord that healeth thee.” They removed their shoes upon 
entering a synagogue. And so on, 

Though the movement failed, the Karaites are credited with 
“promoting a widespread research into the Bible as literature, and 
reviving Hebrew as a language 

Among their rules was this one: “Meat might be eaten with 
milk as the Karaites interpreted literally the command: “Thou shalt 
not seethe a kid in its mothers milk.’

NEW YORK—A pioneering effort to measure 
the effectiveness of various psychological tech- 
niques used by social work agencies in helping 
people cope with their emotional problems was 
announced this week by the Jewish Family 
Service. 

In what is believed to be one of the few such 
research projects now in existence, a special 
committee will work on two objectives. 

One is a study of the methods of treatment 
used by most family agencies. The other is a 
pid to learn what types of emotional problems 
can be met by casework and which types need 
more thorough psychiatric treatment. 

Mrs. Richard W. Dammann, chairman of the 
research committee of the Board of the Jewish 
Family Service, explained that the casework 
technique had reached the stage where it must 
undergo scientific analysis “if it is to meet its 
grave responsibility for the treatment of hu- 
man ills.” 

She said the standard casework technique 
used by social agencies has been proved suc- 
cesful enough so that attempts can now be 
made to bring such work under the social 
science microscope.

no longer depend for its further development 
on the talent of individual social work agen- 
cies. Drawing a parallel, she asserted that if 
medicine had no other technique “than to wait 
for some gifted practitioner to discover the 
cause and cure of disease, we would still be 
in the Dark Ages of medicine.” 

The Service is a 75-year-old . counseling 
agency which maintains 12 consultation cen- 
ters staffed by psychiatrically-trained counsel- 
lors. Last year it received 10,000 applications 
for service at its centers. 

The project will be supervised by Dr. M. 
Robert Gomberg, assistant executive director 
of Jewish Family Service and instructor in so- 
cial case work at New York University. 


As Mrs. Dammann explained it, the pro- 
gram will seek to study the techniques used 
by workers in the big Jewish service agency 
in dealing with everyday emotional problems 
to make systematic the methods used by 
caseworkers. 

She said the interviewing technique used in 
such casework needs careful study to learn 
how it can be refined and made systematic in

DEA for a hot day. Ice-cold fruit cocktails to cool and refresh. 
I FRUIT COCKTAILS AND FRUIT JUICE COCKTAILS 

In general, the juice of any fruit, fresh, cooked, or canned, may 
be mixed with the juice of any other fruit; and may be diluted with 
water, soda water, or ginger ale, or with wine or liquor. Sugar may 
he added to taste, and a little lemon juice to give the mixture tart- 
ness. 

In preparing fruit mixtures, mild fruits should bet combined 
with those of more distinct flavor, and soft fruits with those of firm- 
er texture. F resh fruits can be combined to advantage with canned 
or cooked fruits; and thought should also be given to the color 
scheme. Orange or grapefruit pulp or a little lemon juice should 
be included in the mixture to give it tartness, 

Any recipe for a Fruit Cup may also be used for a fruit cock- 
tail. A fruit cup is served in a dessert dish at the end of a meal 
instead of in a cocktail glass at the beginning of a meal, and is 
usually made sweeter than a cocktail; but otherwise the mixture ‘s 
the same. 

GINGER COCKTAIL 
1% cups diced canned or 

cooked peaches 2 
14e cups diced bananas 
2  tablesspoons' icing sugar 

Mix diced peaches and bananas. 
and pour over peaches and bananas. 
with chopped ginger. 

GRAPEFRUIT COCKTAIL 

Dice an equal quantity of grapefruit pulp and orange pulp. Mix, 
add sugar to taste, and a little lemon or grape juice. Chill thor- 
oughly, and place in ice-cold glasses. Garnish with marashino cher- 
ries, whole or sliced. Pineapple may be used instead of orange pulp, 
i1 desired.

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The Editor's Chair 

AT THE RISK of devoting too 
much comment to the convention 
of the Zionist Organization of 
America last week-end, I want 
to take up another consideration 
in addition to those discussed else- 
where. 

What I have in mind for this 
“chair’ is an attempt on my part 
to convince the administration of 
the ZOA that it should welcome, 
not seek to destroy a loyal op- 
position. 

I use the word “destroy” ad- 
visedly, for had the administra- 
tion adopted any other tactics 
than those they did, they could 
have come out of this convention 
not only in as secure a position 
as they are now, but in addition 
Zionism in the United States 
would have been much better off, 
and the opposition’s chances for 
next year much worse off. 

Had there not been the opposi- 
tion this year of the Committee 
for Progressive Zionism, this con- 
vention would have been the dull- 
est in years. Not only that, but 
more important the delegates to 
the convention would have been 
much less educated on the intri- 
eacies of the Zionist movement 
than they are today. The princi- 
pal speeches at the convention 
were dull, the arrangements were 
exceedingly bad for an adminis- 
tration which has had as much 
experience with conventions as 
this one, and the program de- 
vised so that the delegates would 
have a minimum time for open 
discussion. 

But a description of what hap- 
pened Friday night should prove 
to you the necessity for a loyal 
opposition, a 

The opposition had called a 
eaucus at the nearby Hotel Henry. 
This was a rival program to the 
regular program at the William 
Penn Hotel. At first only a few 
delegates trickled in, but by the 
time the first few speakers had 
finished, the hall was jammed, 
with many delegates standing 
around the walls. I should judge 
that between four and five hun- 
dred delegates were in attend- 
ance, and their time was not 
wasted. 


Louis Lipsky delivered an ex- 
cellent exposition of the signifi- 
cance of Group A and Group B 
General Zionism. Many in attend- 
ance must have gotten their first 
insight into the problems of the 
Zionist movement from this talk, 
which, as was to be expected, 
was weighted against the adminis- 
tration. The administration made 
one of its minor mistakes here. 
Many of its leaders, including 
Jacques Torczyner and others, 
not only swelled the crowd, but 
by heckling actually made the 
meeting more interesting and 


made the speakers direct their 
notice to specific questions. 


The opposition’s attack on the 
administration was not lacking in 
vehemence. Mr. Lipsky charged 
the administration with having 
eensored its official publication 
“The New Palestine” against all 
obverse opinion, and held them 
responsible for the fact that the 
ZOA was not producing any pub- 
lication of high merit. He charged 
that the administration’s position 
towards the Irgun was the same 
as a year ago, and said that dur- 
ing the whole past year, by Ks 
silence and by its acts of omis- 
sion, had convinced everyone that 
it sided with the Irgun. He then 
launched into his exposition of 
Group A and Group B General 
Zionism, claiming that the ad- 
ministration had switched with- 
out any mandate from the ZOA 
from Group A which was liberal 
in its economic doctrines to Group 
B which was reactionary. 


By this time the meeting was 
in an uproar. Mr, Lipsky was too 
far away from me for me to see 
his face, but if he wasn’t enjoy- 
ing the tumult, then he’s not the 
man he used to be. As was to be 
expected Mr. Lipsky handled the 
audience well. He asked the ad- 
ministration when it decided to 
jettison the Pittsburgh Platform 
and answered his hecklers with 
the charge on the difficulty of se- 
curing free speech within the 
ZOA. “Outraged Zionist senti- 
ment will destroy you in six 
months,” Mr. Lipsky called out. 


The other principal speaker was 
Ezra Shapiro, of Cleveland, al- 
though speeches were made by 
Rudolph G. Sonneborn, Alex Lo- 
wenthal, Harold Goldenberg, and 
Judge Louis Levinthal. Mr. 
Shapiro charged that Dr. Neu- 
mann had agreed to meet with 
the CPZ before the convention, 
but the CPZ hadn’t heard from 
him at all. He said the climate 
within the ZOA had changed in re- 
cent years so that there was no 
longer any freedom of discussion. 


Now I want to get to my point. 
There was no chance for the ad- 
ministration to answer, This was 
a caucus of the Committee for 
Progressive Zionism, But it was 
the best thing that could have 
happened. The crowd poured out 
of the hall, and for the next three 
to four hours or more, until at 
late as two and three in the morn- 
ing, the hotel lobby was cluttered 
with groups here and there argu- 
ing as if their life was at stake 
over the various issues propound- 
ed by the opposition. 


It was a phenomenon I’ll never 
forget. This was not Pittsburgh, 
U.S.A., but Tel Aviv, Israel. Out- 
Side of the hotel, on all four cor- 
ners and all around the hostelry 
were other and larger groups go- 
ing at it hammer and tongs, most- 
ly with one or two contenders in 
the center surrounded by a large 
circle of listeners. I left to run off 
On two or three occasions, and 
came back hours later to find 
these impromptu conventions go- 
ing stronger than ever. 


The next day the CPZ had its 
second and last scheduled caucus. 
This time the administration was 
wiser and must have warned its 
members to stay away. The 
crowd was small and I left after 
listening a short while, although 
I was told that more people strag- 
gled in later on and that Meyer 
Weisgal delivered a fiery speech. 


I think I’ve made my point. 


Oppositions are valuable. This 
convention may have saved Zion- 
ism in America. If not that it cer- 
tainly was nothing less than the 
best possible education for many 
of the delegates who were attend- 
ing their first or second conven- 
tion. Myself I am convinced it 
has reinvigorated the movement 
in the US. 


Many ‘Achievements To Convention’s Credit 


LTHOUGH the convention of the Zionist 
Organization of America last week-end in 
Pittsburgh was not expected to take its rank 
among the great conventions of Zionist history, 
yet its achievements are not such as can be 
passed over lightly. 

Many of the resolutions passed, which for 
Z.O.A, conventions are in the nature of direc- 
tives to the administration, were documents of 
the keenest political thinking, and embodied in 
a much fuller extent than was thought possi- 
ble, the thinking of all the delegates. 

In the matter of the Irgun, in the matter of 
the espousal of a liberal economy in Palestine, 
in the matter of the dignified reaction of the 
delegates to the events of recent months and 
weeks, the convention revealed maturity and 
elear thinking and a knowledge of what it wants. 

On the important question of the relation- 


ship between American Jewry and Israel, the 
feeling of the convention was apparent ang 
the commission which is to decide this ques. 
tion will have before it many indications of 
what its approach should be. Dr. Neumangp’s 
report clearly indicated that on the politica 
level, there will be a clear line of demarcation, 
Even so militant a Zionist as Daniel Frisch, a 
one point, took a stand which can be describeq 
as cautious when he thought the convention's 
taking notice of the fact that 15 nations have 
recognized the State of Israel might be mig. 
interpreted in this regard. 

Good and bad conventions are hard to dis. 
tinguish within a day or so after their close, 
But this 51st convention of the Z.O.A. far ex. 
ceeded The Post’s expectations and certainly 
will rank among the more significant in U, §, 
Zionist history. 


Democracy At The 


HE Post has been and always will be hos- 
pitable to minorities and their viewpoints. 
Readers of The Post know that it did not 
share the views of the Committee for Progres- 
sive Zionism, the new minority within the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, as to the urgency 
or relevancy of its platform. 

Yet The Post cannot remain silent over what 
took place at the convention of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America last week-end. Regard- 
less of the excuses, democracy did not prevail 
at the Sunday sessions in Pittsburgh. The con- 
vention was disorderly and its behavior un- 
seemly. 

Constitutionally, and by precedent too, Rabbi 
Silver was on solid ground when he permitted

the convention to decide on the question df a 
closed ballot. Yet it would have been following 
the true concept of democracy to have advise 
the convention that the minority was large 
enough, which it was, so that its call for a 
closed ballot warranted more than the Shabby 
treatment it received. After all, the present 
method of electing is totally undemocratic, 
whether, as was charged, the past presidents 
of the Z.0O.A. now in the opposition devised and 
followed that method or not. 

What the CPZ wanted was an opportunity to 
present the names of the men it supported to 
the delegates for a decision on their merits. This 
it did not receive, and on this score, The Post 
objects. " 


Even The Post Jumps On “Al Segal 


L SEGAL’S column im last week’s paper 

was so full of misinformation both on 

the factual level and in his completely ignorant 

assumptions about the need of the American 
Jewish community that it is hard to believe. 

Mr. Segal was referring to the plethora of 
Jewish seminaries. We have too many rabbis, 
Mr, Segal said. He also said there were too 
many seminaries; there were too many Con 
servative seminaries. Hebrew Union college he 
praises for graduating only twelve rabbis a 
year. 

Mr. Segal, at latest reports, is a member 
of the board of Hebrew Union college. He 
eouldn’t be a member of the board of The Jew- 
ish Post Talmud Torah, if there were one. 

The truth is, that there is a unparalleled need 
in the U. S. Jewish communities for rabbis. So 
great is the dearth that the Hebrew Union col- 
lege has been doing everything possible with- 
out violating good ethics to attract a greater 
enrollment of capable students for the rabbi- 
nate. 

Not only are many Reform pulpits begging 
for rabbis, but many, many Reform congrega- 
tions have only one rabbi when they should 
have five. In 90 per cent of our congrega- 
tions, the rabbi is spiritual leader, education 
director, and executive secretary. These are his 
congregational duties, and in addition he’s sup- 


posed to be available for speeches on all oc. 
casions, plus his heavy pastoral duties. Is 
it any wonder that almost no great Jewish 
scholars have emerged from the American 
rabbinate? 

It is no secret that The Post has not been 
unsuccessful in the placement of many rabbis 
in pulpits throughout the United States. But 
when a congregation comes to The Post with an 
offer of less than $6,000 it is wasting its time, 
Even at $7,000, congregations find it difficult 
to engage a spiritual leader. So deplorable is 
the situation of the small but worthy congre- 
gation where the salary is only $5,000 a year, 
that on more than on one occasion a Reform 
congregation has had to seek help from the 
Jewish Theological Seminary (conservative) 
in order to force the Reform authorities to do 
something about their needs, 

For Mr. Segal’s information, the Conserva 
tive movement long ago united all its seminar 
ies in the United States into one. In fact, there 
never has been. more than one Conservative 
seminary in the U. S., and that is the famous 
Jewish Theological Seminary .in New York, As 
for Orthodoxy, there are two leading seminar 
ies, the one at Yeshiva university, and the He 
brew Theological seminary, which makes the 
large total of four leading seminaries now for 
the three divisions in American Israel.

Reform Judaism Must Develop A Code of 
Practice, Says Lee Turoff In The K.A.M. (Chi- 
cago) Temple News—Unless Reform Judaism 
develops a Code of Practice it will be in dan- 
ger of passing from the contemporary scene, 
By a Code of Practice I mean certain definite 
minimum practices which a reform Jew should 
observe. He must belong to a Temple; attend 
services and give his children a religious edu- 
cation; he must observe certain rituals in his 
home and celebrate certain holidays, Confirma- 
tion, funerals and weddings should be conduct- 
ed in a prescribed manner. j 

Nineteenth century classical Reform made 
its most serious mistake when it assumed that 
the moral and ethical imperatives in the Tor- 
ah were sufficient to retain the loyalty, convic- 
tion and commitment of the Reform Jew, Re- 
form dropped the disciplines of Orthodoxy, but 
failed to establish any new disciplines. The 
moral and ethical imperative is not unique to 
Reform Jewry; it is held in common with many 
religions and indeed with non-religious move- 
~ents such as Ethical Culturalism. 


Dr. A. Eustace Hayden believes that the 
good life can be attained ‘in many ways, and 
that ultimately the true religionist would be the 
man who practiced a good life regardless of 
any religious label. But if Reform Judaism ss 
committed to the preservation of a distinct 
tradition, we should not surrender to the assim: 
ilationist doctrine such a stand assumes. It is 
not a question of whether the pursuit of the 
good life requires a Code of Practice, but 
whether the perpetuation of Reform Jewry re 
quires it. 

A way of life to be effective must have a 
certain uniformity. Within the Reform group 
some Temples have services on Friday night, 
others on Sunday morning; at some, heads are 
still kept covered; in one Temple there was n0 
Torah for twenty-five years. Almost every Tem- 
ple service is different. Some rabbis conduct 
mixed marriages, others refuse to do so, This 
confusion does harm to Reform Jewry and is 4 
perversion of the original Reform philosophy. 
Reform Judaism, to- survive, must create 4

EDITOR, National Jewish Post: 

As a Protestant minister, I 
pesitate to enter a controversy 
with the executive director of the 
American Jewish League Against 
Communism, for the League and 
jts executive director are specifi- 
eally a Jewish problem—‘“a Jew- 
jsh problem” which, in this partic- 
ylar instance, can in no wise be 
described as a “Christian prob- 
jem.” But when the American 
Jewish League Against Commu- 
nism and its executive director, 
Rabbi Benjamin Schultz, attack 
“The Churchman,” it is my re- 
sponsibility, as a supporter of 
that periodical and a contributor 
to its pages, to defend it. 

Let Rabbi Schultz carefully re- 
rend the pages of “The Church- 
men.” Then he will know where- 
of he speaks. The magazine has 
not been “notorious for its con- 
sistent pro-Soviet - apologetics.” 
Kt has taken a constructive ap- 

' proach to the problems of democ- 
racy and in the prophetic pattern 
of the Judaic-Christian tradition 
has been critical of American 
foreign policy—or lack of it—in 
every part of the world. Any re- 
ligious journal worth its salt 
would follow suit. 

Rabbi Schultz quotes from the 
*"Yildish Kempfer,” official La- 
por Zionists’ organ and cites a 
criticism of Rabbi Israel Gold- 
stein for having given aid and 
eomfort to the “enemies of Is- 
rael” who “try to picture Israel 
as a Communist conspiracy.” To 
accuse Dr. Goldstein and “The 
Churchman” as does Rabbi 
Schultz (and apparently “The 
Yiddish Kempfer as well), of 
joining in a “vigorous and vicious 
atrocity campaign against the 
Jewish State” is fantastic non- 
sence; it is also a grave injust- 
ice to both Dr. Goldstein and 
“The Churchman.” If such was 
the editorial opinion of The Yid- 
dish Kempfer, then that paper is 
guilty of irresponsible journal- 
ism, The Churchman has long 
been a friend of the newly re-es- 
tablished state of Israel and 
never wavered in its support of 
Zionist aspirations, all through 
the many years of silence and 
apathy on the part of the Chris- 
tian community. The non-Com- 
munist periodical, The Church- 
man, has fought for a Jewish Pal- 
estine to extend the democratic 
ethos in the Middle East. As a 
church editor, I can attest to the 
high regard with which my fel- 
low editors look upon The 
Churchman. As a_ Christian 
friend of Zionism, I point to The 
Churchman’s fine record on Zion- 
ism, 

Rabbi Schiiltz can read, if he 
80 desires, articles from the pens 
of Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam 
and mysélf in the pages of prev- 
ious issues of The Churchman, 


wherein we have taken a firm 
and unyielding non-Communist 
position and have unhesitatingly 
condemned the evils of both cap- 
italism and communism, We ac- 
cepted the invitation to speak at 
the Churchman dinner because 
we wanted to be on the side of 
The Churchman in a battle were 
hatchet men of the fourth estate 
and cowards of the pulpit were 
attacking that excellent, widely- 
honored magazine. We would do 
so again. No matter how the 
hysteria boys may cry havoc, we 
shall continue to defend The 
Churchman against such unjust- 
ified and scurrilous attacks. 

Dr. Guy Emery Shipler needs 
no defense from me or anyone 
else. His record—splendid and 
courageous through the decades 
—speaks for itself. 

Let Rabbi Schultz read the re- 
port of the clergymen who re- 
turned from Yugoslavia after 
their survey of religious freedom 
in that land and he will discover 
a workmanlike, remarkably ob- 
jective report. He will learn, too, 
that the other signers of the re- 
port included such non-Commu- 
nists as Dr. Emory Bucke, Dr, 
Samuel Trexler, and Dr. George 
Buckner—all honorable Protest- 
ant churchmen, 

Secretary Marshall accepted 
the Award of the Churchman 
many months ago. Then, after 
postponing his formal appearance 
he revealed a remarkable lack of 
taste and statesrnanship by suc- 
cumbing to the pressure of those 
who wanted to undermine The 
Churchman. His conduct was in- 
excusably impolite. 

The Citation (not an Award) 
given the state of Israel was de- 
cided upon long before Secretary 
Marshall withdrew his acceptance 
of the Award originally granted 
him. The Award was not given 
anyone. But, as originally plan- 
ned, the State of Israel received 
its Citation at the hands of an- 
other liberal clergyman, Rabbi 
Israel Goldstein, who was not 
cowed by blackmail tactics. 

The Churchman Dinner was a 
distinguished affair. The speak- 
ers included such valiant spirits 
as Bonaro Overstreet, William 
Shirer, Louis I, Newman and 
Wendell Phillips. They came to 
salute Israel and to speak on be- 
half of a great church paper, The 
Churchman, 

And so long as breath remains 
within us, we shall continue to 
defend and uphold that maga- 
zine, no matter how harried we 
may be by those who mistakenly 
believe they defend democracy 
by drawing a red herring acros~ 
the trail.

ASKS PRESSURE TO MAKE BOYCOTT 
AGAINST BRITISH ZIONIST POLICY 


Editor, the National Jewish Post: 
Recently, the Zionist Emer- 
gency Council received numerous 
queries as to their position con- 
cerning an Official boycott of 
British goods and services, but 
a handful of men stubborniy pre- 
vented the issue from _ being 
brought before the membership 
for consideration. The purpose 
of this letter is to give the swittly 
rising tide of public sentimen’ in 
favor of the Boycott a hearing, 
and expose the continuous at- 
tacks against those who are ac- 
tive in the Boycott movement. 

It is difficult to spare the Zion- 
ist leadership the reproach that 
they profess their positive Jew- 
ish conscience by word or letter 
rather than by the act of living 
and dealing with others, making 
Judaism merely “a way of talk- 
ing about life.”’ I am especially 
referring to those Jews who hold 
influential positions in Zionist 
circles, while doing “business as 
usual” wth the British. » Their 
“ethical” argument is a mask for 
a business maneuver, satisfying 
their greed at the expense of Jew- 
ish dignity. 

There is a grotesque lack of 
any kind of action in the talks 
and writings of Zionist leader- 
ship on the subject of stopping 
Britain’s war against Israel. It 
suggests the notion that if we 
only wait long enough, the prob- 
lem will solve itself. This ap- 
proach paves the way for the 
Jews to slide again into the atti- 
tude of philosophic resignation 


about the future. 

The Jewish people throughout 
the world must come to the reali- 
zation that all their spilt blood 
and spent treasure and nobly 
fought battles are of no avail if 
they continue to separate busi- 
ness from security. 

The importance of the Boy- 
ecott, aS a means of striking 
against Britain’s threat to civili- 
zation, cannot be over emphasized. 
More than ever, not only in pro- 
test of directing the war against 
the Jews, but actually for world 
peace, the slogan “Don’t buy 
British goods” must become the 
rallying point of all peace and 
freedom loving people. : 

This is not a tooth-for-a-tooth 
policy. The Boycott should re- 
place useless expressions of pas- 
sion with a practical method, and 
should be applied with the cold 
and scientific detachment of an 
operating surgeon. Israel, war- 
torn and bleeding, must not again 
become enslaved and _ sacrificed 
anew to Selfish ends, but shall” 
win the freedom and independ- 
ence which to the Jewish people 
are the very breath of life. 

I believe we Jews in America 
should make a concerted effort 
to persuade the Zionist leader- 
ship to endorse an economic Boy- 
cott through which nothing that 
comes from Britain can penetrate.

WARNS ADL NOT TO PUSH MILITANCY 
TOO FAR IN FIGHTING BRITISH 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 
In the June 7th issue of your 
weekly, I read that Judge Meyer 
Steinbrink, presilent of the Anti- 
Defamation League, urges boy- 
cotting of British wares and ser- 
vices. Judge Steinbrink has come 
a long way since the early days 
of Hitler, when Judge Steinbrink 
and the Anti-Defamation League 
of the B’nai B’rith saw fit not 
only to do nothing about the boy- 
cott against the Nazis, but openly 
opposed such a boycott. At that 
time they refused to take pro- 
gressive action, jointly or inde- 
pendently, which was then con- 
ructive to the best interests of 
our people and did not hesitate 
to make private peace negotiation 
with the Daily News and smooth 
over the General Patton incident. 
We nevertheless welcome the 
idea that Judge Steinbrink and 
the Anti-Defamation League is at- 
tempting to depart from the hush- 
hush policy, practiced in the past 
by the Joint Defense Appeal of 
the B’nai B’rith and the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee. What 
concerns us now is that Judge 
Steinbrink and the ADL, in 
changing their attitude, may 
swing so far the other way in or- 
der to make up for their past 
shortcomings that such action 
may be injurious to our people. 
I believe that any action which 
may be taken by the ADL or any 
other Jewish organization, af- 
fecting the State of Israel and its

people, should not be taken with- 
out consultation with the people 
who must carry the brunt of such 
an action, 

In this case it would be the Jew- 
ish people now living in England 
and other parts of the British 
Empire who are bound to suffer 
by untimely and ill- awised ac 
tion taken by an American Jew- 
ish organization, no matter how 
well-intentioned or justified such 
groups may feel. No American 
Jewish group or _ organization 
should indulge in the luxury of 
being heroes at the expense of 
those Jews residing in other coun- 
tries. 

Particularly now during the 30- 
day truce negotiations between 
the Arabs and the State of Israel 
under U.N. supervision, it is un- 
diplomatic and important to take 
provocative action against any 
government which is a party to 
such negotations. é

For several years the hillside teams have been 
kings of the mountains. Sixteen years ago a hus 
tling maitre d’ at the hotel decided to provide his : 
guests with a little more than the abundant food 
and entertainment that abounds in the region. An 
avid basketball fan, this immigrant sportsman, 
Ben Fishman by name, decided to install a cracker- 
jack hoop squad for the edification of his guests. Fishman hired 
the best players available to serve on his athletic staff, on the 
waiter’s staff, and as bus boys. In time other resorts in the neigh. 
borhood went in for the court game and strong rivalries were de. 
veloped. 

Today these hotels have snared the best players in the country 
to participate in inter-hotel games. For example, the big game of 
the July Fourth week-end featured a contest between a crew fea. 
turing All-American Ed Macauley of St. Louis U., his mates Schatz. 
man and Miller, and others against Coust Kaftan, and Oftring of 
Holy Cross in addition to several others of equal calibre. 

Fishman is a nervous, herky-jerky individual who talks a 
mile a minute and is always on the move, Jittery as a cat, Ben 
is as solicitous of his players as a mother hen of her brood, 
He tries to give the boys easy work and watches them like a 
hawk to see that they do not overwork, particularly before a 
game. If one of the stars doesn’t feel well, Ben pushes him aside 
and mutters, “Go lay down, I’ take care of your table.” Before 
a game he rushes up to the outdoor court, passes chewing gum 
out to the players, pats each one on the backside and gives the 
club a pep talk. Boys who have played for iis teams maintain 
that his pep talks are more fiery than any delivered by college 
coaches in the winter time.

Thirty players appeared in Hillside uni- 
forms. When the final tally was recorded Hillside had scored over 
a hundred points to a very few for the home quintet.

Or it was the spiritual grandeur 
of papa reciting the last chapter 
of Proverbs in praise of mama..

Or the great im- 
portance that used to be placed 
on the invisible Elijah at Seder 
from whom the cup of wine was 
kept ready; or papa shaking the 
spiced censor on Saturday night 
when he was bidding farewell to 
the Sabbath as to the best of 
friends? We all understood that 
the sweet aroma of the spices 
meant the hope of sweet days in 
the week to come, 

But now these religious do- 
ings of Jewish life are quite 
relegated while Israel goes poli- 
tical. I am not quarreling with 
that now but only getting nos- 
talgic. Yes, those were the bet- 
ter days. The victories of Is- 
rael were not in statesman 
ship then. There were rejoic- 
ings when the son of one of our 
immigrants—he was peddler— 
became a doctor or a daughter 
made Phi Beta Kappa.

SURE ENOUGH, that’s what 
this story is all about: A Jewish 
lady who goes to Mass in St. An- 
drew’s Church every Sunday for 
the sake of gratitude to some 
nuns who were so kind to her. 
Her kinsman was telling me: She 
is a refugee out of Germany. Be- 
fore she came to America she 
found refuge in France and was 
feeling safe enough there until 
Hitler took France over. Then 
it beeame a precarious existence 
like that of a hunted animal 
which hides and trembles at the 
footfall of the hunter. She came 
to a convent and at its door she 


» Prayed “O good God of Israel, to 


whom I have always spoken, let 
me find shelter here among these 
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sisters. Are they not my sisters, 
too? Please give it to their hearts 
not to turn me away from their 
door.” = 
God, who, it appears, abides 
in convents as he does in syna- 
gogues, directed the hearts of 
the nuns, @ven as the woman 
had prayed He should do. She 
koncked at their door .. ”I am 
Jewish and I am afraid. Will 
you take me in?” They said 
yes, this is one of our sisters 
and we may not turn her away 
from our door, since she is our 
sister. They clothed her in their 
own garb, that the hunters 
might not know her when they 
came there hunting for Jews. 
They would say she was one of 
them and God Himself would 
know that the nuns had done no 
falsehood, since it was true that 
they were, indeed, all sisters to- 
gether in the Fatherhood. Thus 
they served their Jewish sister 
and she, in turn, served them in 
the convent, doing the work that 
had to be done around their house. 
She remained Jewish and they 
did not ask her to take their re- 
ligion. In the nun’s chapel she 
thanked the God of Israel in 
whom she and they were sisters 
together. She had seen the proof 
of the universal Fatherhood. 


In the chapel she recited Is 
rael’s affirmation: “Sh’ma Yis- 
roel! The Lord our God, the Lord 
is One.” Yes, it was true that he 
was the One God of all good 
hearts. Now she could under- 
stand fully what the Sh’ma 
meant. In the convent chapel she 
could feel kin to all the nuns who 
knelt there.

THE TIME OF liberation came, 
but she remained in the convent 
until her relatives in our town 
brought her over to these shores. 
In her farewells she told the nuns 
that as long as she lived she 
would go to church every Sunday 
on their account, to give thanks 
for having seen the One God and 
the unity of the human kind in 
their convent. 


Her relative told me she 
hadn’t failed one Sunday in this. 
It’s time for the 9 o’clock Mass 
at St. Andrew’s and she must 
be going, in accordance with her 
promise, She doesn’t know the 
words that the congregation re- 
cites in the responses, but she 
has her own words. These con- 
tain all the thanks she feels 
and includes Sh’ma Yisroel. The 
Lord our God, the Lerd is One. 


Well, that’s the story of some- 
thing lovely I’ve found, and if 
there’s any one to dispute its 
loveliness, I’m awfully sorry for 
him. He, despite his synagogue 
piety, doesn’t know what the 
Sh’ma means. It’s no more than 
an incantation on his lips, like 
the abracadabra of an Indian 
medicine man. So we’ve had a 
pleasant time away from the tur- 
moil of Israel’s politics for a 
stretch of a column and I hope we 
all feel refreshed. And thanks to 
the Jewish lady who works so 
faithfully at giving meanings to 
the Sh’ma ir St. Andrew’s every 
Sunday.

East-West Split 
Marks WJC Meet 


MONTREAUX, Switzerland—A 
sharp split between East and 
West and a successful effort to 
provide increased influence for 
small nations in World Jewish 
Congress affairs dominated the 
second convention of the Congress 
that ended this week. 


The convention closed with elec- 
tion of an executive of 40 mem- 
bers. Rabbi Stephen Wise of New 
York was elected president and 
Nahum Goldmann chairman of 
the executive. 


A long deadlock based on the 
east-west split marked the con- 
cluding session when 27 eastern 
European delegates abstained 
from voting. 





The Congress was told that the 
position of Jewish DPs in the U.S. 
Zone of Germany has become 
dangerous, partly because of a 
Nazi whispering campaign that 
U.S. troops are anti-Jewish. 


The Executive Committee was 
enlarged greatly at the demand 
of delegates from countries in the 
Soviet bloc. The assembly ap- 
proved a budget of $3,500,000 for 
the coming year.

In the precess, the delegates 
rejected proposals of United 
Nations mediator Count Folke 
Bernadotte for a revised fed- 
eralization plan for Palestine. 
The convention condemned the 
attempted breach of the UN 
truce by the dissident Irgun army 

and “separtist military activities 
in defiance of the authority of the 
Provisional Government of Is- 
rael.” 

No Funds For Irgun 

The delegates affirmed Dr. Sil- 
ver’s warning to all U. S. Jews 
to refrain from giving support to 
Irgun fund-raising activities. 

On the crucial issue of the re- 
lationship of Diaspora Jews to 
the Jewish state, the conven- 
tion ordered the administration 
to set up a committee “to study 
a program of re-orientation 
arising for the ZOA and for the 
Zionist movement in general ... 
to be completed on or before 
Jan. 1, 1949.” 

The convention took note of 
the widespread overlapping and 
confusion in U. S. help to Israel 
by proposing a complete study of 
“the methods of emergency ac- 
quisition and distribution of ima- 
terials for Palestine, with a view 
to insuring a greater measure of 
efficacy and coordination in the 
pursuit of these objectives.” 

The delegates instructed the 
ZOA administration to consult 
with representatives of ‘Materials 
for Palestine” so that the ZOA 
will be able to coordinate the ef- 
forts of its districts for that en- 
terprise. 

Supports Social Goals 

The convention re-affirmed the 
ZOA support of the traditional 
liberalism of the 1918 Pittsburgh 
platform. 

In the political struggle for Is- 
rael, the convention 

1. urged President Truman to 
extend full de jure recognition to 
Israel and do everything neces- 
sary to help the Jewish state re- 
main unmolested by external ag- 
gression, including support of ad- 
mission for Israel to the UN. 

2. asked the UN Security Coun- 
cil to take “urgent steps to in- 
sure that the use and threat of 
use of armed force against Israel 
be renewed, the Security Council 
(should) take effective steps un- 
der chapter 7 of the charter 
against the perpetrators of such 
acts.” 

3. asked President Truman to 






















Bergson Arrested, 


Charged By Israel 

TEL AVIV, Irael—The Israeli 
governmen this week announced 
that Peter Bergson, head of the 
Hebrew Committee for National 
Liberation, was under arrest on a 
charge of “armed resistence te 
the Israeli army and incitement 
to desertion “following the Irgun, 
arms-running attempt. 

The Government announce- 
ment said Bergson’s place of de- 
tention was being kept a seeret 
for security reasons.

Silver Slams Bevin 

Just which nations were in- 
cluded in that last category was 
made perfectly clear by Rabbi 
Silver when he told the conven: 
tion that Foreign Secretary Ern- 
est Bevin was using the current 
UN truce to get “the elosest ap- 
proximation to the kind of a solu- 
tion which he has always aimed 
at—a pro-Arab and _ pro-British 
solution.” 

In his presidential address, Dr. 
Neumann outlined a program de- 
fining the relationship of U. S. 
Zionism toward the new Jewish 
state. 

No Diaspora Intervention 
He urged non-intervention by 

the Jews of the world in the pok 
itical life of Israel. asserting 
that “this has now become the 
exclusive prerogative of its own 
citizens.” 

He quickly made it plain 
that this stand did not sever 
“the spiritual bonds which uni- 
fied us through the centuries” 
and insisted that it was prema- 
ture to talk of the dissolution 
of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion. 

The future character of the re 
lationship, he said should be that 
of a worldwide association of 
friends of Israel, which would 
make its maximum contributions 
“by being left to organize its des 
tinies and order its own affairs 
in the manner it deems best.” 

Matches Bernstein's Idea 

Dr. Neumann’s sugg=*stion of a

those present facts and ideas they had not known. 
Bartley Crum and General Hilldring were in a 
position to appraise Silver’s role as a Jewish leader 
possessed of statesmanship and a capacity to carry 
on and steel the will of others during the darkest 
moments. 

Hilldring’s testimony about Silver’s ability to rally to the sup- 
port of the Zionist cause people in the most unexpected quarters, 
was rather revealing after some of the idle gossip one heard from 
the Opposition. But Hilldring also had something to say about the 
late David Marcus who pleaded with the Jews and non-Jews back 
in America not to be so jittery about the Palestine war, and about 
the political situation in general. On that subject Crum, too, had 
some enlightening remarks to make. 

This was the first time I heard Aubrey Eban and I could see 
why and how, during the three months I was away, he became the 
hero of the Jewish public. It was also the first time I heard Mortimer 
May and I was most pleasantly impressed by his personality, cul- 
ture, elegance and oratory. We seem to have in this country some 
untapped sources of potential leadership. 

Silver made one of the best and most inspiring speeches of his 
career, Neumann was at his best, and Sidor Belarsky thrilled the 
audience. 

« 

AND NOW IT: is my sad duty to discuss one of the dullest, most 
uninspiring ZOA conventions. 

It gathered at a moment when the peace and the ultimate fate 
of Palestine lay in the balance, Any day the war might be resumed. 
But in Pittsburgh you had to pinch yourself to remember that fact. 
There was no difference of opinion on the attitude of the Zionists 
towards Bernadotte’s proposals, so the whole business was forgot- 
ten. There was the problem, or set of problems, too vast and be- 
wildering, for a mere summer convention to tackle, about the re- 
orientation of Zionist work and organization after the emergence 
of the State of Israel. 

There was something, somewhere in the poorly drawn up resolu- 
tions proposed by the Opposition that deals with that subject. There 
was reference to it in the well-written but poorly thought-out arti- 
cles in the Opposition paper, There was more on the subject in the 
excellently-worded and almost exhaustive paper on that subject 
which Emanuel Neumann tacked on to his Presidential message. 
Neumann’s thesis is wrong from beginning to end, but few people 
digested it anyway. So there was nothing to do but play marbles 
and fight. 

The only really bad thing about the Opposition is its non- 
Zionist Mentor. That was my impression last year, when I 
warned it not to tie up with “occasional fellow-travelers who 
have their own axes to grind.” By themselves, they contain fine 
individuals, fine Zionists, with a high average of knowledge and 
understanding of Zionist problems, The average would be high 
even if Louis Lipsky were not counted among its members. 
But as a group they are an awful disappointment. They made 
no progress since last year either in organization or in the 
elucidation of their platform to themselves and to the public. 

Psychologically, they are motivated by a resentment against 
the domination of the movement by youngsters, newcomers and 
veteran Zionists whom they one rejected as leaders or even equals. 
The fury which they concentrated on Jacques Torczyner, who is 
young, looks still younger and is an immigrant, was one of the two 
extreme manifestations of that attitude. In the long run, it is prob- 


S ably good for Jacques’ soul: he will learn to take it as I take a let- 


ter to the Jewish Post which pans me, and the Opposition will learn 
to take him for what he is, They are already admitting that he is 
extremely able. 

The other manifestation of resentment and frustration was the 
language of the unprinted telegram to the New York Times seeking 
to inform the breathless world that some past presidents walked 
out of the Convention and withdrew their names in protest against 
undemocratic practices. The editor at the New York Times probably 
expected news on what American Zionists had to say about Berna- 
dotte’s proposals, the lifting of the embargo and other such trifles. 
He was somewhat unprepared for a Freudian outburst of this sort. 
So the telegram was not printed. 

’ As a group the Opposition complains that it is being ignored. 

It consists of many past luminaries and present big-donors. 
The Opposition says the Administration leaves no room for indi- 
viduals of independent judgment or for a margin of difference in 
methods. The Administration claims these people just won’t do 
Zionist work in the ordinary way and demand recognition with- 
out working for it. Take your choice,

THE ISSUES with which the Opposition came to the Convention 
may be summed up as a demand to return to the pristine purity of 
old-time American Zionism. They see dangerous tendencies in pres- 
ent-day leadership.

Gross Challenges Neumann 

This account was in turn chai- 
lenged by Joel Gross of Newark, 
CPZ secretary, who reported on 
a conversation with Judge Rif- 
kind of only a few hours pre- 
viously. Gross said Judge Rif- 
kind told him he would leave to 
the CPZ any decision about plac- 
ing his name in nomination for a 
ZOA office; that the Judge said 
he would spurn any appointment 
and would serve only if elected 
by closed alphabetical balloting. 

After more tumult on the floor, 
Dr. Silver was finally able to re- 
store order. He pointed out that 
traditionally, ZOA elections had 
been conducted by presentation 

of the nominating committee 
slate and then by placing that 
slate against nominations from 
the floor by open balloting. 

He then called for a hand 
vote on the motion for a closed 
ballot and though it was im- 
possible to make an accurate 
count, it was obvious that the 
overwhelming majority of the 
delegates were against a closed 
ballot. The vote was announced 
as 164 for a closed ballot and 
614 against. 

The cnarge also was made that 
Dr. Neumann had promised CPZ 
representatives that they could 
have closed balloting. Dr. Neu- 
mann promptly arose to deny any 
such committment. He said he 
had promised only that facilities 
for a closed ballot would be avail- 
able if needed. 

CPZ Maneuvers 

The CPZ then began a series of 
carefully-planned maneuvers. It 
would nominate a candidate and 
then that candidate would refuse 
to run on the grounds that there 
was no closed ballot. 

First, CPZ chairman Charles 
J. Rosenbloom of Pittsburgh 
read “as a matter of personal 
privilege” a paper in which he 
charged that the ZOA adminis- 
tration had denied the very fun- 
damentals of the American demo- 
cratic system. 

He said his group could not 
participate in a procedure so 
patently unfair and un-Ameri- 
can and that he therefore was 
withdrawing “my own name 
from the administration list.” 
(The 12 names presented by 
the nominating committee in- 
cluded two CPZ members.) 

As Rosenbloom neared the end 
of his prepared speech, Rabbi 
Silver began to suspect the nature 
of the maneuver. When other 
CPZ members who had been nom- 
inated tried to get the microphone 
for speeches to repeat the same

YOUTH DENIED OPPORTUNITY 
TO BE HEARD AT ZOA MEET 


HE news, editorial and gossip columns of this issue will doubt. 

less contain all the details about the so-called “opposition” 
movement at the ZOA convention, and their hapless fate. I found 
more significant matters. at the convention—matters dealing with 
what may well be the “opposition” five or ten years hence, and J 
was not happy about the trend. 

Almost every one of the veteran Zionist leaders 
who graced the platforms and made the speeches 
and was elected to the committees referred to his 
long period of association with the movement. 
Some recalled their participation, as leaders and 
as formulators of policy, 30 and more years ago. 
It takes only rapid arithmetic to calculate that they 
were but boys in their teens, or perhaps in their 
twenties, when they had already arrived at posi- % 
tions of trust and responsibility in Zionism. For 
that matter, since there was no Masada and »o 
IZFA, the ZOA itself was the youth movement. 


BUT THE YOUTH of thirty years ago have grown older. Some 
are gray and some are bald—and all have made distinguished rec. 
ords of service to their people. But where are the youth? Except 
for one or two of the small committees where young people seized 
the informal opportunity to make themselves heard, the voice of 
youth was not heard. 

: The Friday evening session, which has traditionally been 
a “youth” session, was almost monopolized by adults. The 
elected executive committee of the Zionist Organization contains 
not one person who may be properly termed a youth or a youth 
leader. 


The young people are there, all right. They are as earnest, as 
devoted, as intelligent Zionists as the veterans were three decades 
ago, but there are no outlets for their ability and no opportunities 
for harnessing their creative energy. Wandering through the con- 
vention halls and corridors were several dozen members of IZFA, 
the Intercollegiate Zionist Federation of America, who could have 
taken over any of the major sessions of the convention and done 
a more than adequate job. There were scores of members of the 
Young People’s Zionist Districts, able and enterprising, who were 
somehow eclipsed and eliminated by the monopolization of conven- 
tion machinery by the oldsters. There were Masada boys of great 
talent who found scope for little more than to sit by the Masada 
exhibit. 





THE ZOA IS the machinery and the organization for activizing 
a philosophy of Jewish survivalism among American Jewry, and 
if we wish to preserve the integrity of that machine, we must 
broaden its base of operations and structure. Room must be found 
for youth, not merely as window dressing, or as recipients of sub- 
sidies and doles, but as full participants and colleagues in a task 
about which, I am convinced, youth knows more than adults, Youth 
still has an open mind, is still daring and impetuous; youth does 
not yet suffer from the rigidity and mental hardening of the arteries 
which afflicts those who have been engaged in the same field of 
operations for many years, 

I know how deeply both Dr. Neumann and Dr, Silver feel 
on this matter( and how thoroughly they agree with me. It is 
therefore all the more surprising to find this excommunication, 
from all inner circles, of the very people who have most to 
offer in new ideas and freshness of approach. 


YOUNG PEOPLE ARE quick to learn the techniques of politi- 
cal organization. Grumbling, dissatisfied, frustrated, they are being 
welded by neglect into a group which can yet emerge as a new and 
powerful “opposition” movement within the ZOA. A revolution by 
ex-presidents leaves me rather cold, I must admit; but a revolt by 
youth inspires me to the hope that there are broader horizons for 
Zionism in America than we yet dream of. I sincerely hope that de- 
liberate actions will be taken by Dr. Neumann in the weeks ahead 
to invite leading representatives of Zionist youth into his inner 
councils as colleagues and collaborators, thus harnessing the vast 
energy and abilities of our young people in the process of reorienta- 
tion which Zionism is currently undergoing. 

Failure to do so is the surest way to create an “opposition” 
which will ultimately gain its ends by other, and less felicitous 
methods.
